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A History of Holstein Organization In America 


Ill. The Financial Stewardship of the Association—Extension Work and 
General Policies Discussed 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


N AN organization of twenty-five thousand 

members with a business of close to a half 

million dollars a year, it would be strange in- 
deed if every member were entirely satisfied 
with every detail of the management. In fact, 
it would be a practical impossibility. It would 
be at least unusual if there was not a degree of 
justification for criticism. Boards of directors 
are only human and thus not infallible. Admit- 
ting all this, however, and admitting that the 
management of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America may have in some instances 
made mistakes in policy during the past six 
years, we want to state our belief and conviction 
that in whatever they have done, they have been 
actuated by a sincere regard for the best inter- 
ests of the breed, the Association and the mem- 
bership generally. They have spent money 
freely—too freely, perhaps, as it turns out—but 
they have spent it in an honest effort to help the 
industry and to try and overcome and counteract 
the conditions brought about by the post-war 
deflation. With a large surplus and reserve 
fund accumulated during the prosperous years 
for the express purpose of use during the lean 
years, the Association would have been criti- 
cized with far more justification if during these 
past few years it has stood idly by without mak- 
ing an effort to help turn the tide. The only crit- 
icism worthy of consideration along this line, 
as we see it, is that the Association may have 
attempted to do too much and that with general 
agricultural conditions going from bad to worse, 
the Association tried too hard to create a condi- 
tion of better business for Holstein-Friesian 
breeders. 

It seems to be popular right now to criticise 
extension work and find fault with its results. 
We want to reiterate our belief in its value to 
the rank and file of members of breed organiza- 
tions. Who is there who is wise enough to know 


that depression would not have settled upon us 
deeper than it did except for the efforts put forth 
by our Association? We do know that it is a 
matter of record that nearly one-quarter of the 
present membership of our Association has 
joined during the past four years when our in- 
dustry was supposed to be in the depths of 
depression; that almost a half of the member- 
ship has come in since 1919, which covers the 
years of the present management, and that in 
all the years of the history of our Association 
prior to 1919, only one year, and that the year 
immediately preceding, witnessed as large a 
growth in membership in the Association as we 
have had in each of the past four years. We know 
that it took this Association twenty-one years 
to secure aS many members as have joined dur- 
ing each of these past four years that have been 
painted in such discouraging colors. There is 
some virility in an industry and some merit in 
the business policies of an organization that can 
point to such a record as that. 

In 1919, this Association had cash and se- 
curities amounting to $367,251.26. You have 
been told that it was headed toward bankruptcy 
and you have been urged to “desert the sinking 
ship.” The fact is that since 1919 the Association 
has increased its total of cash and securities, 
which at the close of the last fiscal year amount- 
ed to $376,397.65. This is not a large increase 
but we do not understand that it is the primary 
purpose of an organization of this nature to pile 
up wealth beyond a point of its needs for safety 
and stability, but rather that it should leave no 
stone unturned to help improve the conditions 
of its membership generally. 


Association Finances 


A study of the finances of the Holstein-Frie- 
sion Association of America gives a pretty ac- 
curate picture of what has -happened to the 
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industry during the past six years. We have passed 
through a period of financial affluence followed by post- 
war deflation, the results of which are plainly shown in 
the figures of income and expense of the Association. The 
following table illustrates clearly the passage of this 
period of financial boom and deflation. Figures are given 
showing the reserve, surplus, earnings and expenditures 


for the dates shown.

Coupled with this, a study of the extension expendi- 
tures shows a rise in these costs beginning in 1919 to the 
latter part of 1923, since which time they have been de- 
creasing. A single exception in extension costs is noted 
in 1921 when the transfer fee was reduced to fifty cents 
and extension work abandoned for that year and part of 
the following year. We find that extension expenditures 
range from as low as $22,000 in 1921 to as high as $186,000 
in 1923. The latter figure was occasioned by intensive 
effort on the part of the Board of Directors to stem the 
tide of post-war depression by sales stimulus applied to 
the Holstein market. 

But a large sum was spent for type improvement. The 
prizes at fairs were maintained. Publicity was continued 
and an effort was made to promote a keener appreciation 
of Holstein milk as such. All of these efforts accom- 
plished a great deal to offset the blighting effects of the 
post-war deflation, but the results obtained and obtainable 
were out of proportion to the expense and the decreased 
earnings made it necessary to curtail extension expendi- 
tures materially. It is expected that the extension ex- 
penditure for the current year 1925 will not exceed a 
total of $56,000. 

Just why the Harrisburg propagandists should try to 
make capital out of a perfectly natural happening in the 
finances of our Association is not understandable except 
in the probability that every means is being used to bring 
discredit to the Associati»n, even to the distorting of its 
financial statements to the propagandists’ own purposes. 

We note from the above table that the reserve fund 
is within about $30,000 of its highest point, that point fol- 
lowing, of course, shortly after the height of the boom 
prices. It shows also that expenditures have exceeded 
earnings in varying amounts sinc: the year following the 
height of the post-war boom down to the present time. 
It is safe to estimate, however, that in 1925 earnings, 
which are practically the same as during the past year, 
will not be exceeded by the expenditures. It is announced 
by the Finance Gommittee that maintenance of the present 
receipts and expenditures will leave the Association at 
the end of 1925 with approximately $5,000.00, balance of 
earnings over expenditures, a condition not shown on the 
books of the Association since the close of the fiscal year 
April 30, 1921. 

These figures present a rather convincing picture of 
the financial soundness of our Association. No Associa- 
tion can be said to be headed for bankruptcy that has a 
reserve fund that approaches as nearly to the annual ex- 
pense as does our reserve. No Association can be said to 
be headed for bankruptcy that lives within its income. 
The Association has kept faith with the breeders of Hol- 
stein cattle who are entitled when they join it to all the 
service that the earnings permit each year. The obliga- 
tion extends far beyond the mere registering and trans- 
ferring of animals and it is upon this principle that the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America has become the 
largest cattle organization, has achieved supremacy for the 
Holstein cow and gained a membership of over 25.000, 
with a huge reserve and planty of sound financial strength. 

There is just one other matter in connection with 
the financial department of the Association that needs a 
little publicity and that is the principal salaries paid to 
various heads of departments. It has been said that the 
president draws $12,000 a year. We were informed the 
other day by a breeder who had been reading the Harris- 
burg propaganda that the president should not be paid 
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so large a salary and that the director of extension should 
not draw so much as $6500.00 per year as he wags now 
doing. These are either direct falsehoods actuated by g 
hope that an impression of unduly large salaries may be 
built up or the statements were made through ignorance 
The following table will give the principal salaries of the 
various officers of the Association for the past six years 
For the purpose of showing again the fluctuations in fi- 
nancial status due to the rise and fall of the market, we 
have totalled the various columns. The table follows:

We see no evidences of swollen salaries in this table, 
As a matter of fact they are very modest and many men 
who have been working, particularly in the Extension De- 
partment, have gone out from this department to command 
measurably better salaries in other lines of work. Most 
of the service rendered has been obtained at dirt cheap 
figures, evidence of this being the full time effort of James 
A. Reynolds, who as chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee and as treasurer, draws a combined salary of $5,000.00. 
H. V. Noyes gives to the needs of the Association sufficient 
time to look after the finances as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. He is given an honorarium by the Board of 
Directors of $1,000. O. U. Kellogg of Cortland has been 
paid $5,000 as general legal counsel during the period of 
the Cabana litigation. Other attorneys have been em- 
ployed as well but Judge Kellogg has given a large share 
of his time to the work and brought to it a knowledge of 
the history of the Association and acquaintanceship with 
other sources of legal assistance that was invaluable. We 
do not think a secretary and superintendent of Advanced 
Registry that has given as much time as Secretary Hough- 
ton and Superintendent Gardner have given should be 
drawing less than the salaries allotted to them in the 
above list. We say emphatically that the money has not 
been wasted. It is not being wasted. Under the intelli- 
gent leadership we enjoy it will not be wasted. The fi- 
nances of this Association are in safe, sane and capable 


hands. 

Looking back over the work of the past six years, 
we would call the attention of our readers to the fact that 
during this period, a total of $434,496.38 has been in- 
vested in the work of the Advanced Registry Depart- 
ment. The Association has paid out over $100,000 in pro- 
moting larger and better exhibits of our breed at the fairs 
through added prize money at the leading fairs throughout 
the whole country. It has contributed from $3,000 to $6.000 
a year to the work of the National Dairy Council. It has 
printed and distributed hundred of thousands of pieces 
of literature concerning the superior merits of our breed 
and its product. It has maintained advertising booths at 
the leading fairs and exhibitions. It has kept the merits 
and achievements of the breed before the general public 
through the medium of newspaper advertising and thous- 
ands of special news articles. Through its field repre- 
sentatives, it has carried the gospel of the Holstein cow 
into all sections of the country. And yet we are told by 
those who are trying so hard to promote dissatisfaction 
and dissension in tle Holstein ranks for their own pul 
poses that all the money spent by our Association, aside 
from that used in administering the affairs of the Secre-

given thought to some sort of a herd test for pure- 

pred dairy herds that should be practical, should be 
of very moderate cost, and should so conserve the reli- 
ability of results that they could be given recognition to 
the extent of listing them in a division of their own in 
the Blue Book. Men in the other associations, especially 
the Ayrshire, have given much thought to the matter; 
while Mr. Riordan of our own Association has done good 
work along this line. The Ayrshire Association hopes to 
get its plan into working order soon, and has the best 
wishes of all interested in some sort of a test midway 
between the cow testing association test and the test for 
advanced registry. 

Any such test must draw from both sides, and must 
partake partly of the character of cow testing association 
work and partly of the A. R. testing. In its relations to 
full advanced registration it must be supplemental in 
nature, and must in no way interfere with or hamper the 
established methods of testing. The vested interests of 
those owning A. R. animals must be guarded, while the 
recognition given to tests made under a less rigid system 
must be such as to encourage breeders to take up the 
testing of their herds, or of larger numbers of individual 
cows within their herds. Nothing could do more for the 
advancement of the breed than to widen the interest in 
the testing of cows. Anything within reason that can 
be done to further this purpose should be done. 


I have been studying the matter for more than a year, 
keeping the interests of pure advanced registration con- 
stantly in mind, and have evolved a plan which while 
simple and workable will get good results. This plan is 
the extension of our present Merit system to cover a 
simpler and cheaper form of testing for the testing of 
herds, or cows in any number, than is used in A. R. test- 
ing, and that is intermediate between testing for ad- 
vanced registration and testing in cow testing associ- 
ations. I have formulated the proposed plan, and offer it 
as my contribution towards the solution of the problem 
of finding a cheaper form of long-time testing for ordi- 
nary purposes that is fitted to the needs and means of the 
average Holstein-Friesian breeder desirous of improving 
his herd. The plan is as follows: 


Application for permission to test to be. made in due 
form, and the permit to test granted in the regular way, 
the test to begin with the beginning of any calendar 
month, continuing one year. All cows in milk in the 
herd to be started at the same time, cows freshening with- 
in two months of that time being started as they freshen, 
the test to run for one year from its beginning. Any dry 
period for any cow to count as part of the year, and parts 
of two different lactations may make up the milking year 
for any cow or cows. 


Regular official tests to be made for one day in each 
calendar month, either by an accredited supervisor from 
the state agricultural college, or by a resident tester ap- 
proved by the college and appointed as an accredited su- 
pervisor for the conduct of tests. In the latter case, the 
tests of at least two months of the year, several months 
apart, to be conducted as check tests by other supervisors 
than the resident tester, either by an interchange of test- 
ers acting as supervisors, or by sending supervisors from 
the college. Retests to be required as in full semi-offi- 
cial testing, the requirements in one-day testing being one- 
half those fixed for two-day semi-official testing. All 
retests to be for a period of two days. 

. All rules and regulations for the conduct of semi-offi- 
cial tests to apply to herd testing, except that the age 
Shall be that at the beginning of the year’s test, that the 
Starting requirement shall be waived; that the test shall 
not be confined to a single lactation period: that ‘the 
monthly official test shall be for one day; that no test of 
preliminary milking shall be required: that no monthly 
milk report need be made by the owner; that productions 
shall be computed from supervisors’ reports of monthly 
official tests; and that cows in herds so tested, shall indi- 
vidually be entitled to Merit Certificates and to being listed 
in the Merit Department of the Blue Book, if their produc- 
tions shall exceed present Merit requirements. 


Fe some time past many men in our Association have 


Classification by milkings per day would apply, and 
the herd be divided into bunches accordingly. Cows milked 
four times per day could be in bunches of six; cows 
milked three times per day, in bunches of eight or nine; 
and cows milked twice per day, in bunches of twelve to 
fifteen, as the state college may allow. The milking of 
two cows at one time could be allowable if standing side 
by side, if the milking of each began at the same time, and 
if the situation were such that the supervisor could sat- 
isfactorily watch both milkers. The testing of one bunch 
would follow another till the monthly test of the herd 
was finished. 

Any owner would be entitled to test any cow or any 
bunch or any bunches of cows for two days instead of 
one, and so to make full advanced registry tests of a 
portion of his cows while making Merit tests of others. 
The testing for two days in monthly official test and the 
making of monthly milk reports would advise the Ad- 
vanced Registry Office that those individual cows were 
on full advanced registry test and, if they meet require- 
ments therefor, entitled to full A. R. S. O. Certificates and 
to appear in the lists in the Blue Book beneath the names 
of their sires. In any such case the full compliance with 
all the rules and regulations of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, relating to semi-official testing of cows for ad- 
vanced registration, would be required in the testing of 
those cows. Straight A. R. semi-official testing would in 
no way interfere with herd or quantity testing under the 
Merit Certificate plan, nor would the herd testing inter- 
fere with the advanced registry testing; since the ad- 
vanced registry testing of any cow wouid constitue either 
a part or, if the cow freshened at just the right time, all 
of the herd testing for that cow. 

To illustrate, suppose that Thomas Jones is testing 
eight cows, and decides he would like to test his whole 
herd of 30 cows under the Merit system. He decides to 
begin his herd testing November Ist, and notifies the 
college and the Advanced Registry Office to that effect. 
He will go right on with his advanced registry testing and 
will bunch the rest of the herd as seems best to him. 
When the supervisor comes for the regular December 
two-day monthly official test of the eight cows, he will 
stay and give one day to each bunch of the Merit herd 
test cows, and will then move on to his next assignment. 
As the advanced registry cows, one by one, finish their 
advanced registry tests, Mr. Jones drops them, if still 
milking, into the Merit herd till counted dry. As each 
cow having gone through the dry period freshens again 
her testing again begins either in full advanced registry 
test or in Merit herd test as the owner may desire; but if 
on Merit herd test, the testing would close with the close 
of the herd test year on October 31st. On cows so tested 
Mr. Jones would be entitled to two certificates for each 
cow—the full A. R. Certificate for the semi-official test, 
and the Merit Certificate for the herd test. 


If the awarding of prize money to breeders testing 
for advanced registration is resumed, public institutions 
being debarred, as I believe it should be, I should favor 
the offering a fair share of that money in herd testing 
prizes if a herd testing plan be adopted. In awarding 
such prize money I would limit it to herds tested in 
Classifications B and C; B covering cows milked not 
more than three times per day for any length of time 
after the 45th day of testing in any new lactation period, 
and C covering cows milked not more than twice per 
day after that time. Herds would need to be classified 
according to size, perhaps something like this: Herds 
of not less than 12 nor more than 24 cows, herds of 25 and 
not more than 40 cows, and herds of over 40 cows. Herds 
would be ranked or placed by averaging the excess per 
cents of fat credited to the individual cows. The Merit 
requirement for a full-aged cow is 360 pounds fat in one 
year. Should she produce 540 pounds, her excess pro- 
duction for the age would be 180 pounds, or 50 per cent; 
so that her excess per cent would be 50 per cent. Should 
any cow or cows in herd test fail to meet Merit require- 
ments the percentage of shortage would be computed and 
deducted from the total of excess percentages before av-

These 
two animals with the first prize two- 


year-old, fifth prize yearling and 
second prize calf made up Pinery’s 
winning Exhibitor’s Herd. Pinery 
won first in both the A. R. classes.

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The Herd Test 


HERE is probably no subject in connection with herd 
I and breed improvement that is receiving more atten- 
tion and thought in all breeds today than that of de- 
veloping some sort of a practical herd test. In this issue, 
Supt. Gardner outlines his ideas on the subject. Mr. 
Gardner’s plan is not really a herd test_in the sense that 
every member of the herd be required to enter in the 
test, but is rather a modification of our present Merit 
System under which recognition may be given to individ- 
ual records made less expensively than the regular Ad- 
vanced Registry tests. His plan is a sort of middle ground 
between the cow testing association idea and the regular 
Advanced Registry tests. 


Briefly summarized, Mr. Gardner’s plan provides for 
one-day supervision each month by local testers approved 
by the state colleges, but with at least two tests during 
the year made by regular official test supervisors or by 
changing the local testers around. It would permit the 
milking of two cows at the same time, under certain re- 
strictions; it would do away with the preliminary milk- 
ing and the detailed milk reports by the owner, the pro- 
duction being computed from the supervisor’s reports of 
monthly official tests. It would cover a period of a calen- 
dar year, the age of the cow being computed from the 
commencement of the test and parts of two lactations 
being permitted to make up the milking year, all cows in 
milk in the herd being started at the same time and cows 
freshening within two months of that time being started 
as they freshen., He leaves the question open as to 
whether this proposed system should apply to every 
milking member of the herd or should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the owner to run as many as he wishes. Mr. 
Gardner would provide further that regular Advanced 
Registry tests could be made upon any members of the 
herd that the owner desired by continuing them for the 
regular two-day supervision and making the record alli in 
one lactation. The records thus completed would be pub- 
lished under appropriate designation in the Blue Book. 


In a personal letter, Mr. Gardner states that he would 
welcome free and full discussion of this plan by the 
breeders in the hope that some constructive suggestions 
might be made and that a workable plan that is as satis- 
factory as possible to the breeders may be devised. There 
will doubtless be differences of opinion, particularly upon 
the point as to whether or not every milking member of 
the herd shall be included in such a test. Perhaps here 
some compromise might well be worked out that would 
not compel the inclusion of the blemished cows of pre- 
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viously proven production that an owner might keep 
merely for breeding purposes. 

Another point worthy of discussion will relate tg the 
question of whether or not this test should include Sup- 
plementary records on feed costs. It would be ideal, of 
course, to include such supplementary figures, but it might 
be a question as to whether or not they would complicate 
the new plan to an extent that would delay its general 
acceptance by the breeders. We invite free and full dig. 
cussion of the idea through our columns. This article py 
Mr. Gardner gives us something definite to work from that 
we believe is filled with great possibilities along the line 
of constructive breed improvement. ae 


The Outside Point of View 


T IS sometimes beneficial to get an intelligent outside 
| point of view regarding our problems. MHoard’s Dairy- 

man is recognized for its sound common sense views on 
all questions relating to the dairy industry and the breed. 
sing of purebred dairy animals. The following editoria] 
comment, appearing in the October 9 issue of Hoard’s was 
prepared in answer to a letter from an Illinois subscriber 
who inquired regarding the soundness of the Holstein-Frie. 
sian Registry Association of Harrisburg, Pa., as a busi- 
ness venture and requested the opinion of Hoard’s Dairy- 
man concerning it. Here is what they say on the subject: 


“At present, it seems to us the Holstein-Friesian 
Registry Association, Incorporated, is not a _ sound 
business venture. It brings an open division in the 
ranks of Holstein breeders and we do not see how 
this association will render any better service than 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. It will 
not be a perfect organization for there is no such a 
thing made by human hands. We have appreciated 
for some time that a considerable number of Holstein 
breeders are dissatisfied with the management of the 
affairs in their association, but it doesn’t seem to us it 
is wise, because of this, to organize a new association. 
There will develop in it differences of opinion and, if 
this association is logical, others will be also. We see 
no way of adjusting differences by forming new asso- 
ciations, but we do see a great injustice to the “black 
and white” cattle. The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America has served its members well and is now 
serving them well. Like any association of human 
beings it doubtless has its faults, but these can be 
corrected and the work of the association strength- 
ened by a membership that is interested and alert. 
The improvement should come from within and not 
by separation. Two associations would bring con- 
fusion in pedigree work and injure the advancement 
of the breed as a whole.” 


The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows the grand 
O champion buil at the 1925 Cattle Congress, Water- 

loo, Iowa. Sir Aaggie Colantha Korndyke, under the 
veteran breeder and showman, John L. Smith as judge, 
won this distinction only after beating in class the fam- 
ous Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, who has been an unde- 
feated grand champion for the past two years and more, 
and also North Star Joe Homestead, last year’s All-Ameri- 
can aged bull. He will have met the same bulls again at 
the National Dairy Show before this appears in print. 
Superior dairy quality was the factor which won for Sir 
Aaggie Colantha Korndyke. He has the right to be a good 
one as his dam, Harriet of Grayfields, is a former grand 
champion at New York State Fair, and an outstanding 
show cow. Incidently, she has a 28-lb. 7-day record and 
is a granddaughter of Pontiac Korndyke. The sire of Sir 
Aaggie Colantha Korndyke is the D. W. Field herd sire, 
King Rag Apple Aaggie Colantha, the highest record son 
of Colantha Johanna Lad, his dam, Rag Apple Aaggie Co- 
lantha, a 1,000-lb. fat producer and 41-lb. cow, representing 
four direct generations from the foundation cow, Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline. Sir Aaggie Colantha Korndyke heads 
the herd at South Dakofa State College, Brookings, and we 
understand is to proving to be very successful as a 
sire. He has been grand champion at South Dakota State 
Fair under Prof. Kildee for the past two years. 
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tary’s office, was expended “for things which the breed- 
ers and the industry would be better off without”; that 
the money was spent in “paying high salaries and render- 
ing free service to a preferred class of breeders.” Perhaps 
the maintenance of the Advanced Registry Department 
would class as an “undesirable free service” to a “pre- 
ferred class” of breeders; perhaps the offering of prizes 
at fairs would come under the same category, but our 
observation is that both items of expense by our Associa- 
tion have been the means of helping no small number of 
plain but ambitious breeders out of the rut and in the “pre- 
ferred” class of men who are doing something substantial 
for themselves and for the industry. It is a far different 
“preferred” class than “Doc” Reynolds provides for in the 
constitution of his proposed Association, with its special 
privileges for those who joined before October 1, 1925. 

One item of expense we would most heartily wish to 
see eliminated, but it comes with very poor grace from 
“Doc” Reynolds and his associates to complain of it. We 
refer to the matter of legal expenses, which, during the 
past six years, have cost our Association over $70,000. 
This money has been spent entirely for the protection 
of the Association against the attacks that have been made 
upon it through the courts by Oliver Cabana, Jr., and 
those who have been working in his interests. The As- 
sociation has been involved in one defensive litigation 
after another since 1919, when Cabana first tried to estab- 
lish the principle in the courts that our Association did 
not have the authority to manage its own internal affairs 
without interference from the Courts. He challenged the 
legality of holding meetings outside of New York State. 
He attempted to have the courts declare our Board of Di- 
rectors illegal on several different grounds and he chal- 
lenged the legality of the delegate system under which 
we are operati As quickly as one case was disposed 
of another would be brought and when Cabana himself 
ran out of issues he and his friend, “Doc’’ Reynolds, were 
instrumental in having others brought, any one of which 
if decided adversely to th: Association would have thrown 
it into turmoil and paved the way, first, to protect Ca- 
bana’s precious records, and, later, after they were ex- 
punged, would have opened the way for their reinstate- 
ment. Great credit is due to Judge Kellogg, chief counsel 
for the Association, and his able assistants, for success- 
fully defeating every one of these attacks with the result 
that the position of the Association has been upheld all 
the way through and its legality established beyond ques- 
tion. It has cost a lot of money to defend these suits 
but the expense to the industry, which “Doc” Reynolds 
has so frequently complained of, is nowhere near as 
great as it would have been had the Association failed to 
defend itself. 

No, the duties of a breed association are not circum- 
scribed by its obligations to provide simply a means of 
maintaining the purity of the bloodlines. There is more 
to the successful breeding of any kind of livestock than 
merely the authenticity of the pedigree. There must be 
opportinity for recognition of constructive improvement 
and there must be leadership in “selling the idea’. Surely, 
it will include the closest kind of cooperation with estab- 
lished general extension agencies like the farm bureaus, 
state colleges, etc., but we must remember that these 
organizations have to be neutral as between the breeds 
and can never satisfactorily fill the place that a breed 
extension service ought to fill. 

“‘Noc” Reynolds, in his circular, charges the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America with failure to render 
proper service, makes the statement that last year “little 
more than half the natural increase of the breed was re- 
corded” and concludes that “thus the Association is rap- 
idly approaching that state when it will cease to function”. 
This of course is pure bunk. Without question, there are 
some owners who have discontinued entirely the registra- 
tion of their calves. That is unfortunate, but is a condi- 
tion that is always found during times of general business 
depression. We believe, although there is no way of check- 
ing it accurately, that as many breeders are voluntarily 
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making a more rigid application of selective registration, 
discarding the less desirable calves of both sexes. This 
is sound policy and if some workable system could be de- 
vised whereby the inferior and misfit animals could be de- 
nied registration, it would be about the best thing that 
could happen to our breed. It is the policy of registering 
every purebred animal regardless of its own merit, that 
accounts for the fact that grade animals, in some in- 
stances, seem to outsell the purebreds. The reason for 
that is that on the basis of actual earning power, the good 
grade is a better proposition than that of inferior pure- 
bred. From the standpoint of real breed improvement, 
therefore, we cannot become alarmed over the fact that 
our registrations have remained at about the same point 
for the past three years. In estimating the number of reg- 
istrations that ought to be made we must remember 
further that between 75,000 and 100,000 head have been 
slaughtered in the tuberculosis eradication program in 
the last four years. That has had more than a little effect 
upon “the natural increase of the breed” as well as upon 
the income of the Association from transfer fees. 


In his effort to show mismanagement and misuse of 
funds of the Association, also to promote class prejudice 
among the members, “Doc’’ Reynolds says, in the printed 
matter he is circulating, that the Association is promoting 
cattle sales or rather that cattle sales are being promoted 
at the expense of the Association with entries so restricted 
that it is seldom possible for a real breeder to participate, 
practically confining the sale to cattle owned by “million- 
aires and politicians.” This is an out and out falsehood as 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America has never 
spent a penny in the promotion of an auction sale of cattle. 
Commencing about twenty years ago, a group of breeders 
organized the Breeders’ Consignment Sale Company and 
held auction sales each year at the time of the annual 
meeting of the Association. It was strictly a private en- 
terprise and these annual events were looked upon as one 
of the attractions that helped to bring the breeders out 
to the meetings. In 1916, when the annual meeting went 
to Detroit, Mr. Moyer was called in to promote and take 
charge of the annual sale and he held very successful! 
events at the time of the annual meetings, but as his own 
personal proposition, in 1917, ’18 and ’19. In 1920, when 
the annual meeting went to St. Paul, the Minnesota State 
Association took over the management of the National 
Sale and ran it as a cooperative event, the various state 
associations represented participating in the very hand- 
some profits that this sale returned. Each year since that 
date, the sale has been run by the state organization in 
the state where the meeting was held and most of the 
time it has been held cooperatively among the state asso- 
ciations. In no case has it cost the National Association 
one penny of expense and it has been a strong force in in- 
creasing the attendance at the meetings. Naturally, a 
high class of cattle, representative of the best of the breed 
has been sought for in these sales, but it is an insult to the 
great rank and file of breeders to insinuate that the prac- 
tical breeders who depend upon their herds for a liveli- 
hood are not able to develop cattle good enough to meet 
the requirements of these sales. As a matter of fact, of 
the twenty-four consignors at the annual National Sale at 
Michigan last June, a substantial majority would have to 
be classed as practical breeders who manage their own 
herds and depend upon them for their livelihood. 


“Doc” Reynolds in his printed matter complains of the 
disposition on the part of the present management of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America to handle the 
funds of the Association loosely. This is a subject we 
believe he should have avoided. In this connection,, we 
would call attention to Section 3 of Article XI of the By- 
Laws of the proposed new Association wherein the duties 
of the Secretary are set forth. Nicely buried in the middle 
of a long paragraph is the following interesting sentence: 


“He (referring to the Secretary) is authorized 
to spend such sums as he may find necessary for 
the carrying on of the business of the Association.” 
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Continuing in the same section: 


“He (the Secretary) shall be a member ex- 
officio of the Executive Committee and shall be a 
member ex-officio of the Board of Officers and 
shall act as secretary of said Board and of said 
Committee.” 


Provision is made for two or more members of the 
proposed Association to act as auditors. They are, how- 
ever, appointed by the Board of Officers of which the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer is ex-officio member. 

Contrast this broad, general power conveyed in the 
proposed new organization, to the Secretary who is none 
other than “Doc” Reynolds himself, with the provisions on 
this subject as found in Section 19a of Article II of the 
By-Laws of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America: 


“No expenditures of money shall be made by 
him (referring to the Secretary) other than those 
authorized under the budget of the finance com- 
mittee or by appropriation duly authorized or as 
may be directed to be made by the Board of Direc- 
tors or Finance Committee.” 


The By-Laws of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America further provide for an independent audit each 
year by a certified public accountant. 


If the unexpected should happen and the proposed new 
registry association should attain affluence, what control 
could the members or even their Board of Directors exer- 
cise over the funds that the Secretary might “find neces- 
sary” to spend? 


Complaint is made also of the system of paying fifty 
cents from each transfer to the State organizations as 
wasteful and expensive. Personally, we have never fa- 
vored this plan, even back in the days when Brockway 
was advancing the same idea as a vote-getter in behalf 
of “Doc” Reynolds’ proxy combination in the 1921 annual 
meeting. We believe it is an unsound method of financing, 
which removes from the individual member of the State 
organization any feeling of responsibility and hence less- 
ens his interest in his State Association. Even though we 
do not believe in his principle, we do not feel that it is 
sufficient cause for withdrawing from the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of America. Our observation is that any 
large organization governed in as democratic a manner as 
ours is bound to make some mistakes, but that sooner or 
later, these mistakes are discovered and corrected. If the 
majority of the members of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America believe that the fifty-cent rebate to the 
State organization should be done away with, if they be- 
lieve that the Association ought to have more control over 
the expenditure of its funds that are used for extension 
effort or if it believes with “Doc” Reynolds that all exten- 
sion work is a mistake and worse than _ useless, the way 
is open for them through the present plan of operation of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America to put their 
views into effect: The same thing holds true of the $1.50 
transfer fee, which “Doc” Reynolds characterizes as “twen- 
ty-five cent service” and for which he proposes to charge 
fifty cents. 

We have referred to “Doc” Reynolds’ “preferred class’ 
in his proposed new organization. The necessity for es- 
tablishing this “preferred class” evidently came into the 
“Doc’s” mind following the many tirades he has launched 
against the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. He 
has claimed that the Association was being run by men 
whose interests were not coincident with the interests of 
the Holstein-Friesian cow. He has said that those who 
act aS managers of an association such as this should be 
breeders in the true sense of the word, dependent upon 
the Holstein cow for their living. But in order to pro- 
tect himself and a few of his friends he found it necessary 
to establish a “preferred class.” According to his con- 
stitution and by-laws, membership in the proposed new 
association consists of two classes—those who became 
members prior to October list, 1925 and those who might 
be admitted thereafter under the rules governing ad- 
mission. 

Members of the “first class” are entitled to register 
and transfer animals at membership rates, “to hold of- 
fice, to vote at all meetings of the Association in person 
or by proxy until their death, resignation or until their 
membership shall be otherwise terminated.” But there 
are no such unlimited privileges for those who may join 
efter October Ist. They are active members as long as 
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they transfer and record animals. If they fail to do this 
for a period of two consecutive years, “they shall be known 
as inactive members and shall not be entitled to hold 
office or vote at the annual meetings.” “Doc” Reynolds 
and some of his friends joined before October 1st, 1995 
They are “first class” members. They don’t need to reg- 
ister and transfer animals to hold office or enjoy perpet- 
ual use of the proxy. Dairying does not need to be their 
principal business. They need not be “cow-milking farm- 
ers.” They may be simply “dry-milking farmers.” Jyst a 
little annual attention to the proxy situation—and the 
sunshine of a perpetual job. 

Consistency is said to be a jewel, but the right to a). 
ways fuss with proxies is something to be retained eyep 
at the expense of being consistent according to “Doc” Rey- 
nolds’ self evident code. His proposed constitution ax. 
pressly states at the beginning: 


“This form of government (referring to the 
right of active members of first and second class 
to control it by voting in person of by proxy) shall 
not be changed except by the UNANIMOUS vote 
of the ACTIVE members and at no time hereafter 
shall this right be limited or abridged.” 


“Doc” Reynolds and his “active” friends propose to take 
no chances. 

Running throughout the whole tirade against the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America is the attempt to 
stir up class feeling and prejudice. We have never been 
able to discover wherein the interests of the much dis- 
cussed little breeder on the hillside differ materially from 
those of the larger breeder or the so-called millionaire. 
We can see no reason why their interests should be an- 
tagonistic and we can see plenty of reasons why the pros- 
perity of each is vital to the success of the other. The 
large breeder must depend upon the smaller breeder to 
buy the great proportion of bulls he produces, while the 
smaller breeder, who by skill or good fortune, develops 
an animal of superlative quality cannot hope to get an 
adequate reward for his success unless he does business 
with the man of wealth. The purebred industry—and this 
applies to all breeds—owes considerable of its progress to 
the experimentation of men of wealth in bringing together 
and mating the best animals that money could buy, and in 
developing individuals and families that have done so 
much to raise the standards of our breeds. There is a 
mutuality of interest which renders the presence and pros- 
perity of both classes of breeders necessary in a well- 
rounded and prosperous Holstein industry. There is no 
place for classes on the basis of size or wealth in the 
development of the Holstein-Friesian industry. 


In Conclusion 


In these articles we have shown that previous ex- 
periences have demonstrated the undesirability from a 
breed standpoint of having more than one Herd Book reg- 
istry—that in unity is strength and progress. We have 
pointed out the patent insincerity of the former apologist 
and defender of Oliver Cabana, Jr., who now, in asking 
you for contributions for his new registry association, 
poses as the champion and defender of the “plain” breed- 
ers. We have presented the cold facts as to the finances 
of the Association; we have given the history of the rise 
and fall of the proxy system; we have goine into the rec- 
ords and presented the facts regarding the various points 
against which criticism has been directed by “Doc” Rey- 
nolds and the people he represents. We have pointed 
out some of the weaknesses in the proposed new organi- 
zation that would prove fertile grounds for further dis- 
sension and division in its own ranks. 

Aside from all these considerations, there are certain 
very practical reasons why affilliation with the proposed 
new registry association is bound to prove disappointing 
to its members. We refer to the matter of recognition 
by the Federal and State government, and fair associa- 
tion. Without such recognition, the certificates of the 
proposed new association will be valueless as proof of 
pure breeding in tuberculosis eradication work. The same 
obstacle would doubtless be encountered if you should 
wish to show your animals in the purebred Holstein-Frie- 
sian classes at fairs. Further than that, you would find 
your market practically restricted to those breeders who 
had joined the new association with you. The rest of the 
breeders, and you can use your own judgment as to what

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OFFICIAL TESTING IN COLORADO 
CHAS. N. SHEPARDSON, Supt. 
Official Testing 


* ne fiscal year ending June 30, 1925 
has shown a considerable falling off 
in Official Testing work in Colorado. 
This drop began in the spring of 1923 
and has continued steadily to Janu- 
ary of this year. Since that time there 
has. been practically no change and 
indications point to a small increase 
this next winter.

During the peak year of 1921-22, 
there were 191 cows on official test 
and an average of 130 cows on semi- 
official test. These were divided as 
shown in Table II. In the year 1924- 
25 there were 80 cows on official test 
and an average of 48 cows on‘ semi- 
official test and they were divided as 
shown in Table II.

Of the 41 breeders doing official 
work three years ago, 15 are still in 
the work, 8 have disposed of their 
herds and 8 are doing Cow Testing 
Association work in place of official 
testing, while 7 are doing both. Five 
who were testing at the beginning of 
the present year have discontinued 
since, so that there are now only 7 
herds doing semi-official work and 9 
who do occasional official work. 

The fact that most of the men who 
have discontinued the work have 
either sold out or taken up associa- 
tion work seems to indicate that the 
trouble is largely a financial one. In 
this connection, the cost of testing in 
Colorado might be of interest. The 
rates are $3.00 per day and expenses 
with an office charge of $.25 per cow 
for each 1- or 2-day test and $1.00 per 
cow for each 7-day test. ; 

Last year there were 80 official 
tests made in 35 trips at an average 
cost of $31.82 per trip or $13.92 per 
7-day record. In semi-official work 
there were 577 tests made on 97 trips 
at an average cost of $12.20 per trip 
or $2.05 per cow per month. This 
makes the cost of a 12-months’ record 
amount to $24.60 per cow as compared 
with an average charge of $3.50 per 
cow per year in the Cow Testing As- 
sociations. 

As the average labor income on 
Cows in the Cow Testing Association 
of Colorado is only $89.35, it can read- 
ily be seen that this difference in cost 
of the two records amounting to 
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$21.10 per cow would take approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the profit on 
each cow. 

With the slow market on breeding 
stock the last two years, the differ- 
ence in the value of C. T. A. and A. R. 
records has not been sufficient to jus- 
tify the extra cost except in case of 
of the best herds, who have a market 
outside of the state for their better 
individuals. 

The matter has been given con- 
siderable thought, but as yet no 
method has been found of reducing 
the cost of the work and until prices 
come back there is little prospect of 
any great increase in official work 
in Colorado.

Auc- 
tions of live stock, sight seeing trips 
around the metropolis, judging con- 
tests and many other interesting 
events will vie for the visitors’ limited 
time. Everyone, old and young, urban 
or rural dweller, will be benefited by 
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a trip to Chicago and the world’s great- 
est agricultural show the first week 
in December. Reduced fares to the 
Exposition will be in effect on all rail- 
roads and it is estimated that three 
hundred thousand people will attend.

the proportion would be, would not be interested in your 
cattle until you had gone to the expense of registering 
them over again on the books of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America. Your market would be restricted 
and you would be a member of an association that would 
be committed to the policy that the individual welfare of 
its members is none of its collective business. 

Now we do not claim that the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America is perfect nor that it has not made 
mistakes nor that there are not matters of policy at pres- 
ent being persued that ought to be changed. We may, 
in fact, never arrive at u. point where changing conditions 
will not make certain changes in program and policy seem 
desirable from year to year. Under the delegate system, 
the members of our Association fortunately have an oppor- 
tunity to be heard in the annual conventions through rep- 
resentatives selected by vote of the members in each state. 
The remedy for any conditions that are unsatisfactory to 
you lies within the present organization rather than in 
joining any “secession” movement. Even under leader- 
ship that was free from the cloud of suspicion as to its 
motives, such a movement would stand no chance of 
success. 


Our only reason, therefore, for devoting so much space 
to the discussion of this subject in our columns is that 
the Harrisburg appeal wi.s made particularly to the breed- 
ers who can least afford to bear the loss and disappoint- 
ments that are bound to come to those who invest their 
money and tie up their future with the proposed new 
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association. We wanted all of you to have the facts ang 
now that you have them we shall be quite content for all 
of you to let the dictates of your own judgment determine 
your future course.

eraging. It would thus be easy to 
place herds in order of production, 
even though at the beginning of the 
herd test a considerable portion of 
the cows tested were of different ages 
and under five years of age. 


As said before, the plan of quantity 
or herd testing would in no way in- 
terfere with testing for advanced reg- 
istration; and any breeder testing in 
Merit herd test could also make either 
semi-official tests in the ten-months 
or yearly divisions or do strictly offi- 
cial testing in the short-time or sey- 
en-day division. A little study will 
make the matter so clear as to be 
easily understood.

Cache County, Utah—A Garden Spot 
For Holsteins 


By EARL J. COOPER 


City lies the beautiful and produc- 

tive Cache Valley. It is a natural 
dairy country and its markets are 
good. The people are a most indus- 
trious group and the word “co-op- 
eration” is one of the best known in 
the vocabulary of Cache Valley farm- 
ers. The word is not only spoken 
but the. idea of that word is carried 
out. Cache Valley farmers do co- 
operate. This is one of the first es- 
sentials of a good dairy community. 


The people live largely in com- 
munities, which fact enables them to 
get together in cow testing and bull 
associations. They have some splen- 
did bull associations in the Valley, 
mostly Holsteins because that is the 
breed that seems to do exceedingly 
well in the hands of these farmers. 
They like the black and whites and 
are gradually adding more and bet: 
ter ones to their herds. Some of the 
foundation stock is being shipped in 
from other states and when = such 
stock is imported it must be better 
than the native stock, because the 
idea is to improve. 


Here is an interesting bit of news. 
There are four co-operative bull as- 
sociations in the county with an ac- 
tive membership of 159 farmers. And 
the bulls used are exceptionally good 
both in type and production. The

outcome of such a piece of work is 
most obvious. Many very promising 
young dairy animals are now being 
raised from these good bulls. When 
I last visited the Valley a committee 
was out after another good Holstein 
bull and a carload of Holstein heif- 
ers, to replace cows which the cow 
testing associations had found to be 
“boarders.” At present 81 per cent 
of the dairy bulls are purebred and 
18 per cent of the cows are in cow 
testing associations, certainly an out- 
standing achievement. 

There are 27,000 people in Cache 
County and 24,000 dairy cattle, not 
counting young calves. So we find 
the very remarkable situation of al- 
most a dairy cow to a person. Cer- 
tainly everyone should have his quota 
of dairy products and we are told 
that the Cache Valley folks do be- 
lieve in their own business and have 
plenty of milk, butter and cheese on 
the table. 

Another splendid fact is that all of 
the dairy cattle in the county are 
tested for tuberculosis and Cache 
County is declared to be a “free 
area.” Tuberculosis tests applied to 
23,000 cattle found just 100 reactors. 
We are told that the cattle were 
tested at the rate of 1,000 head per 
day due to the co-operative attitude 
of the farmers. Dr. John R. Moller, 
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Chief of the Bureau of Anima] Indus- 
try reported, according to an article 
in the Utah Farmer, that co-operation 
in Cache County among cattle own. 
ers, veterinarians and public officials 
was practically 100 per cent efficient, 


There are six boys’ and girls’ calf 
clubs in the county with 65 active 
members. Several of these club mem- 
bers own small herds. One club of 
Holstein members has its own pure. 
bred sire and a good one. 


These clubs have the real support 
of an active Holstein Association 
made up of a large group of progres. 
sive Holstein breeders. 

Of course, there is a county agent 
on the job and Mr. R. L. Wrigley is 
an active man among the farmers. 
They are glad to see him come be. 
cause he helps them with their prob- 
lems when he gets there, while they 
in turn assist him in putting on a 
first class agricultural program. 

The land is fertile and well tilled. 
Much of the land is irrigated. Al- 
falfa grows abundantly while root 
crops and grains do well. So with 
good crops and plenty of roughage; 
good people who understand what co- 
operation really means we find Cache 
County, Utah, a garden spot for the 
Holstein cow. 





THE PUREBRED SIRE BRINGS 
HIGHER-PRODUCING OFFSPRING 


“No other great improvement in our 
dairy herds can be obtained at so low 
a cost as the improvement by the use 
of better bulls.” This comment is 
made by the Bureau of Dairying, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, in the foreword of a new direc- 
tory of cooperative bull associations 
in the United States. 


The statement is based on the con- 
parative milk and butterfat records of 
large numbers of cows and of their 
daughters sired by purebred bulls. In 
milk production the daughters excell- 
ed their dams by 14.5 per cent, on an 
average, and in butterfat production 
by 16 per cent. These figures repre- 
sent an increased milk yield of 966 
pounds and an increased butterfat 
yield of 48 pounds. That the increases 
are due to qualities inherited from 
the purebred sires is a fair conclu- 
sion based on the knowledge that in 
nearly every case the dams and 
daughters were in the same herd and 
received the same care. 

The new directory shows that at 
the beginning of this year there were 
220 cooperative bull associations in 
the United States. These associations 
owned 1,003 carefully selected pure- 
bred dairy sires. While the increase 
in production because of good breed- 
ing is very noticeable in the first gen- 
eration, the benefits are also accumu- 
lative, though the gains are usually 
less rapid in subsequent generations.

Nebraska Floats Demonstrate Purebred 
Production 


By W. P. 


One hears much criticism of the 
displays made at Fairs and Fall Fes- 
tivals in that these exhibits so often 
carry little of an educational value. 
They are often attractive and pleasing 
to the eye but give nothing that can 
be taken home and made return a 
profit. 

The accompanying photograph 
shows an exhibit that puts over a 
valuable idea so strongly that any 
one, dairyman or city clerk, gets it. 
It requires no explanation. It has 
only one meaning. The poor cow (or 
in reality the average cow) and her 
scant yearly milk production of nine 
barrels are easily hauled on one 
small wagon. The good cow with her 
immense yearly production requires 
two large wagons and a four horse 
team to carry her in the parade. A 
small part of a wagon carried the 
nine barrels filled by the average cow 
while a large wagon rack 9 feet by 
18 feet is piled to the height of 16 
feet by the 67 fifty-gallon barrels filled 
in a year by the good cow. 

The difference is so staggering that 


SNYDER 


no one asks about costs or profits. 
The barrels tell the story. There can 
be no question where the profit lies. 
Henry Ford has taught the lesson of 
quantity production so _ thoroughly 
that it rightly carried the idea of 
profit. 

The local editor commented on this 
as a comparison between the scrub 
and the purebred. That will be the 
popular conception and may be fairly 
accurate. The cows and their produc- 
tion represent the average cow of the 
United States giving slightly less 
than 4,000 pounds of milk yearly and 
a cow that is more than a purebred, 
one of the best of the purebreds. The 
cow is Beauty Girl Gerben Re-Becky, 
a Holstein-Friesian owned by the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, North Platte 
Sub-station. In her last lactation pe- 
riod she produced in:

State Fair in 1924; two of his daugh- 
ters were second at the Ohio State 
Fair in 1922 and 1923 as _ junior 
calves; one daughter was first at the 
West Virginia State Fair in 1923. He 
sired the ffirst prize calf, herd 
at the Kentucky State Fair in 1920.

acres now producing great crops of 
alfalfa, beets and grains. There are 
many more thousands of acres that 
will yield such crops when more irri- 
gation projects have been developed.

Transportation and _ busi- 
ness interests are looking out for 
markets where butter and cheese can 
be best disposed of. In _ Pocatello, 
Idaho, one of our greatest cheese in- 
dustries is well established. 

Now, one has only to look from the 
train window or from the back seat 
of a county agent’s flivver to know 
that “Holsteins Predominate” and by 
a good majority, too. You can also 
see that good Holsteins are being 
raised and brought into the valleys. 
There is plenty of the right kind of 
feed and so they grow large and 
strong. 

3ecause Idaho is comparatively 
new in the dairy business and has 
taken the standpoint of bringing in 
good stock and weeding out the poor, 
we find fewer scrubs and_ better 
grades and purebreds. The purebred 
sire ranks higher in percentage than 
in several states we have _ visited, 
while the cow testing associations 
and bull associations are considered 
a necessity to good dairying. 

The boys are being enrolled in calf 
clubs of a progressive and permanent 
nature. Some of our good Holstein 
breeders are acting as local leaders 
and it certainly would not be fair to 
close this article without mentioning 
Mr. Hermann Weick of Notus and 
Me R. T. Davis of Weiser in calf 
club development. 

These two men have been true 
friends of the young people; have 
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geen to it that they received good 
treatment and help. Their respective 
communities show the results of their 
efforts, too. 

The future of this fine country lies 
all before it. Let’s hope that the 
“plack and white” cow will continue 
to find favor with the new farmers as 
she has during the past few years. 
In one Idaho community, “Hens, 
Hogs and Holsteins” is the slogan, 
and a mighty good one, too.

BETTER DAIRYING 


Recently a survey of 50 Michigan 
Cow Testing Associations was com- 
pleted by the Association cow testers. 
Out of 12,761 cows under test in the 
50 Associations surveyed, 4,025 or 
31.5 per cent were purebred and 8,73 


or 69.5 per cent were grade dairy 
cows. A comparison with a similar 
survey made in 1923 on 62. Associa- 
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tions showed that 29.9 per cent of 
Michigan Cow Testing Association 
cows were purebred. Evidently pure- 
bred cows are on the increase in 
Michigan Cow Testing herds. 

Very few Cow Testing Association 
members are using other than pure- 
bred sires. 92.5 per cent of the 1,232 
members reported in the above sur- 
vey, use only purebred sires. 832 
members or 67.5 per cent of the 1,232 


Cc. T. A. members own a _ purebred 
sire. There are 464 or 55.7 per cent 


purebred Holstein; 191 or 22.9. per 
cent purebred Guernsey; 131 or 15.7 
purebred Jersey; 30 purebred Short- 
horn. 9 purebred Brown Swiss and 7 
purebred Ayrshire sires in the total 
of 832 sires owned by the C. T. A. 
members. 

One hundred and eight or 13 per 
cent of the 832 purebred sires are 
owned cooperatively as Bull Associa- 
tion Sires. This point would indicate 
that many C. T. A. members are keep- 
ing the purebred sire for a long time

The acreage of alfults 
increased from 8,174 acres in 1924 + 
10,524 acres in 1925 on the 1,232 tevin 
reported owning 12,761 cows, This 
means .82 acres of alfalfa for each 
dairy cow in C. T. A. work reported 
in 50 associations. This acreage is an 
increase of 12.8 per cent alfalfa seed.

Seven of the members reported had 
alfalfa seedings previous to 1910; 963 
farmers had alfalfa seedings before 
1920 and 554 have seeded alfalfa since 
1920. L. C. Gardner, Stockbridge 
member of the Livingston No. 2 @, T. 
A.; and D. J. Miller & Sons, Baton 
Rapids, member of the Eaton-South 
C. T. A., are the alfalfa growers of 
longest standing. Gardner started 
with two acres in 1892 and has twelve 
acres of alfalfa today, while Miller 
made his first seeding in 1895. He 
has 39 acres of alfalfa at present, 
Both breed purebred Hoistein cattle, 

Sweet clover also received much at- 
tention by Michigan dairymen during 
1924 and 1925. The acreage of sweet 
clover increased from 1,519 acres in 
1924 to 3,459 acres in 1925 or 127.7 
per cent in one yeaf with Michigan 
C. T. A. members. These figures are 
based on the reports of 50 C. T. A’s 
totalling 1,232 members. 

Cow Testing Association members 
are also making use of soy beans. 
They have 520 acres seeded to this 
good legume crop. 

Dairymen all over Michigan are 
firm believers in using silage for suc- 
culence. 1,262 silos are owned and 
used by the 1,232 farmers represented 
in this census. 

Drinking cups are installed on many 
Cc. T. A. members’ farms—but not on 
all dairy farms. Out of 1,232 farms 
reported only 321 have barns equipped 
with drinking cups. Radio receiving 
sets are owned on 217 farms out of 
1,232 reported.
